ASTONISHING INSURANCE FIGURES. 


Few people not acquiuted with the fig- 


ures have any idea ot the enormity of the 
insurance business of the United States. 
It not only exceeds that of any other 
country, but is twice aa great as that of 
all the rest combined. At the present 
time there is in the United States about 
513,000,000,000 of life insurance in force, 
including assessment business. 
This 


means over $180 for every man, woman 
and child in the country, or S800 for 
every family. 


The annual risks written by the fire in- 


surance companies are estimated at $20,- 
000 000,000, which is $250 per capita, or 
$1 250 per family. Thus it will be seen 
that every family in the country, on an 
average, has insurance assets of over 
$2.' 


This total amount of life and flre in- 


surance is equal to one-third the total 
wealth of the United States. It in ten 
times tbe savings banks deposits and 
h>e times our total deposits in savings, 
state and national banks. It is an al- 
most identical amount with the debt of 
tbe whole world, and it about the same 
as our annual turnover in commprce, 
trade and transportation and the United 
States leads in this Qeld nf business en- 
deavor as it will soon lead in every other.

THE CATERPILLAR PEST. 


City Forester John C. Lewis has men 


at work in all the city parks and squares 
of Philadelphia destroying the egg nests 
of the caterpillers on the trees. "Every 
one of these nests," said the Gity Fores- 
ter, "contain from 150 to 500 embryo 
caterpillars, and they should be destroyed 
by the owners of tbe trees at once. The 
spring season Is rapidly advancing, and 
with the advent of the leaves these eggs 
will hatch out and the defoliation of the 
trees will be repeated. Tbe most effec- 
tive way of destroying the eggs is to drop 
the nests in a vessel containing coal oil, 
and then apply a match to tbe oil and 
cremate both tba neats and egga,"

The world's sugar production 
has 


grown from 1150,000 tons in 1840 to 8,- 
800 000 tons in 1900. 
Daring the Banoe 


period tbe world's population has grown, 
according to the best estimates, from 
950 000 000 to about 1 500,000,000. Thus, 
sugar production has increased about 650 
per cent, while population was increasing 
only about 50 per cent. Coming nearer 
home and considering the United States 
alone, it is found that the consumption 
of sugar, which in 1850 was only 22 
pounds per capita, was in 1901 over 68 
pounds per capita.

The date o£ the Democratic County

be announced in sufficient time to give 
nil of the candidates abundant opportu- 
nity to piepare.

The resolution having been presented 


it was twice amended and quite a great 
deal of discussion took place on the 
amendments. 
It appeared, iu conse- 


quence of this discussion, that Chairman 
Devine became confused when about to 
put the question and a number of the 
committeemeu were not clear as to 
".'hether they were to vote on the amend- 
ments, or the resolution.

Strubinger took the floor and said 
that the question should be on the reso- 
lution, dropping consideration of the 
amendments; ami after a viva cncc vote 
Deviuo declared that the resolution was 
adopted.

FAUM LABOK. 


To obtain labor for the farm is becom- 


ing a serious question, not only tor the 
farmers of this vicinity, but of the coun- 
try generally, it appears. To whatever 
c:'.uss the trouble be due, it seems to be 
diffn ult, especially on the large farms, to 
got adequate help, though reasonable 
wages are offered. A solution of this 
condition is offered by Secretary of Ag- 
liculture Hamilton, who says : 


"If the present demand for labor con- 


tinues land owners will be obliged to 
fuh-ilivide their farms, reducing then- 
size sufficiently to make it possible for 
an ordinary family to perform the nec- 
essary labor without hiring help, except 
for a short time and only upon special 
occasions. 
As labor becomes dearer 


farmers will have to adopt more ecc- 
nomiciil methods in their business, and 
use their time to better advantage." 


According to the report, the number 


of f.ums in the State has increased from
